REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

To  the  Members  of  the  Societies,  the  Churches,  and  All  Our  Other  Friends: 

In  some  respects  the  past  year  has  been  an  unusual  one  in  the  history  of 
the  hospital,  A  larger  number  of  patients  has  been  taken  care  of  and  during 
the  summer  our  private  pavilion  was  unusually  full.  The  effect  of  the  latter 
situation  in  a  season  which  usually  is  marked  by  a  large  deficit  has  shown  favor- 
ably on  our  financial  condition  and  the  year  closes  with  a  credit  balance. 

There  has  been  a  decline  in  the  prices  of  food  which  is  an  important 
element  of  our  total  expense,  and  a  smaller  reduction  in  household  and  medical 
supplies.  The  largest  item-  of  our  total  expense,  our  wages,  is  substantially 
unchanged.  Our  people  were  loyal  to  us  during  the  worst  period  of  the  war 
when  they  could  have  obtained  higher  wages  in  other  occupations,  and  we 
have  felt  that  a  reduction  of  their  compensation  should  be  postponed  as  long 
as  possible  till  their  own  individual  expenses  are  materially  lessened.  We  hope 
that  we  can  commence  a  reduction  in  the  near  future. 

The  number  of  people  admitted  during  the  year  was  10,4-10,  the  largest 
number  in  the  existence  of  the  hospital. 

Our  charity  work  has  been  fully  maintained  at  a  cost  of  $192,250.00. 

In  previous  reports  attention  has  been  called  to  the  increased  outlay  for 
equipment,  supplies  and  workers  due  to  the  present  day  scientific  method 
of  medical  and  surgical  treatment.  This  item  has  shown  a  considerable  increase 
during  the  year.  We  consider  ourselves  fortunate  in  having  been  able  to 
measurably  keep  up  with  the  demand  in  this  respect. 

We  have  strengthened  our  nursing  service  in  many  ways,  notably  in  the 
employment  of  graduate  nurses  on  the  floors.  In  our  pavilion  we  now  have 
a  graduate  head  nurse  on  each  floor  for  the  entire  24  hours,  instead  of  10 
hours  as  heretofore.  This  gives  competent,  skillful  supervision  to  the  nursing 
of  the  floors  and  removes  the  possibility  of  inefficient  service  which  might 
occur  when  senior  pupils  were  used  as  head  nurses. 

We  have  one  more  nurse,  two  in  all,  for  poor  patients  in  wards  after  opera- 
tion, or  when  in  serious  medical  condition.  This  gives  to  those  who  on  account 
of  their  circumstances  we  are  most  anxious  to  serve,  the  attention  of  a  special 
nurse  during  the  few  days  following  an  operation  or  when  needed  on  a  medical 
case.  It  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  many  of  our  ward  patients.  To  any 
one  who  wishes  to  give  a  fund,  the  income  of  which  will  constantly  work  in 
alleviating  suffering  and  misery,  there  is  an  opportunity  for  great  service  to 
deserving  people.

Air.  B.  A.  Eckhart  has  given  $25,000  to  the  Community  Trust,  two-fifths  of 
the  income  from  which  shall  be  given  to  the  hospital  yearly.  This  is  the 
equivalent  of  an  addition  of  $10,000  to  our  endowment  fund. 

The  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  has  fully  maintained  its  past  record  of 
efficient  work  for  the  hospital,  thorough  recognition  of  its  needs,  and  successful 
methods  for  meeting  them. 

Our  training  school  has  had  a  successful  year.  Our  classes  have  been 
filled  to  capacity  in  advance  of  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  receiving  pupils. 
This  situation  which  is  unusual  at  the  present  time  in  most  such  schools,  has 
been  gratifying. 

The  Social  Service  Department  has  been  especially  busy  in  its  office  work 
during  the  past  year.  Increasing  unemployment  and  lowered  wages  have 
driven  large  numbers  of  people  to  dispensaries  who  formerly  went  to  private 
doctors.  Enforced  idleness  has  been  used  by  many  workers  to  get  old  troubles 
attended  to,  so  that  they  will  be  better  prepared  to  work  when  they  recover. 
Constant  adjustments  between  the  different  organizations  and  this  department, 
and  between  the  patients,  and  the  hospital  office  have  been  necessary  on  account 
of  the  business  depression.  Eleven  pupil  nurses  have  been  on  duty,  receiving 
instructions  in  the  work  of  the  department.  They  make  many  visits 
in  the  homes,  especially  in  those  of  the  children  before  their  discharge, 
to  inform  the  doctors  of  the  conditions  therein,  and  afterwards  to  see  if 
instruction  are  being  followed.  They  also  visit  maternity  patients  for  pre-natal 
and  post-natal  instructions. 

The  Occupational  Therapy  Department  has  shown  an  increase  in  numbers 
of  those  who  have  received  benefits  from  its  treatment  and  helpful  suggestions. 
During  the  past  year,  another  worker  has  been  added  to  its  staff,  and  this 
worker  has  also  taken  charge  of  the  work  on  the  Children's  Floor.  Entertain- 
ment and  creative  hand  work  mean  a  great  deal  to  well  children,  and  even 
more  in  a  hospital  do  the  children  look  forward  to  the  hour  that  brings  them 
something  to  do.  More  attention  has  been  given  to  the  matter  of  keeping 
records  of  the  occupational  therapy.  A  day  book  records  the  number  of 
patients  working  each  day,  what  the  patient  does,  and  whether  he  comes  to 
the  shop  to  work  or  works  in  bed.  A  doctor's  order  is  required  for  all  bed 
patients.  From  this  day  book  a  record  is  compiled  for  each  week,  and  when 
the  patient  leaves  the  hospital,  this  record  is  filed  in  the  chart  room  with 
the  completed  medical  history. 

The  Out-Maternity  service  has  increased  its  efficiency  and  usefulness  a< 
the  following  facts  show  :

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An  additional  interne  was  added  to  the  service  in  September,  because  of 
the  increase  in  the  number  of  cases. 

Our  friends  have  been  loyal  and  generous  in  their  interest  and  contribu- 
tions to  our  Centenary  Fund  and  this  has  been  an  important  factor  in  making 
it  possible  to  close  the  year  without  a  deficit. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  render  acknowledgment  to  the  Medical  •  Staff,  to  Mr. 
Bacon  and  his  assistants,  to  Miss  McMillan  and  her  staff,  to  Miss  Breeze  and 
her  assistants  in  the  Social  Service  Department,  to  Miss  Clark,  the  matron  and 
her  assistants,  to  Miss  Brainard  and  her  staff  in  the  Occupational  Therapy 
and  to  Miss  Townsend  in  the  Out-Maternity  Service.  Also  to  all  of  our 
head  nurses  on  the  floors  and  operating  rooms,  dressing  rooms  and  supply 
rooms,  who  have  so  faithfully  discharged  their  duties.  The  success  of  the 
year  is  due  to  their  intelligent  co-operation  and  their  devotion  to  the  hospital. 
Our  employees  have  given  us  faithful  service  and  have  contributed  their  full 
share  to  this  result. 

We  anticipate  a  new  year  in  confident  hope  that  we  shall  be  able  to  improve 
our  service,  that  we  may  be  of  greater  use  to  the  community  and  relieve  a 
larger  number  of  the  sick  and  suffering.  Albert  M.  Day,  President.

In  accordance  with  this 
wish,  her  mother,  after  investigation,  gave  the  amount  received  from  the  sale, 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  ($125.00),  to  the  Presbyterian  Hospital. 
The  amount  was  passed  to  the  endowment  fund  April  3,  1922.  While  of  itself 
the  sum  is  not  sufficient  to  provide  a  bed  as  the  donor  desired,  it  is  hoped  thai 
the  touching  circumstances  of  the  gift  will  make  an  appeal  to  those  more  able 
to  give  than  was  Miss  Rosendal,  and  will  lead  to  the  receipt  of  an  additional 
amount  sufficient  to  establish  such  a  bed  in  perpetuity.  Of  late  years  there  have 
been  some  very  notable  and  generous  gifts  to  the  hospital.  Among  them  this 
modest  gift  takes  high  rank,  for  she  gave  all  she  had.

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THE  NINETEENTH  (19th)  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
SCHOOL  FOR  NURSES 


Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers: 

The  following  report  of  the  Nursing  School  for  the  year  1921  is  respectfully 
submitted: 

A  daily  average  staff  of  32  graduate  and  199  enrolled  student  nurses  have 
accomplished  a  grand  total  of  83,251  days  duty  in  the  various  forms  of  nursing 
activities  undertaken  by  the  school. 

An  average  total  of  177  (23  graduate  and  154  student  nurses)  have  carried 
the  general  nursing  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  while  in  addition  36  student 
nurses  have  given  1,356  days  nursing  to  the  Central  Free  Dispensary:  19 
student  nurses  1,389  days  nursing  to  Durand  Contagious  Hospital;  24  student 
nurses  2,184  days  to  Chicago  State  Hospital;  82  student  nurses  1,209  days,  mak- 
ing 5,453  calls  in  the  out  obstetrical  department  of  Rush  Medical  College:  11 
student  nurses  422  days  in  the  Social  Service  Department  and  one  nurse  33 
days  in  the  Occupational  Department  of   the  Presbyterian  Hospital. 

Other  following  opportunities  for  specialized  training  have  been  elected : 
Visiting  Nurse  Association  and  Infant  Welfare  Society,  by  11  student  nurses 
for  2  months'  period ;  Social  Administrative  Course,  Chicago  University,  by  7 
student  nurses  for  4  months  period ;  Rural  Nursing  by  2  student  nurses  for 
2  months  period. 

The  Helen  North  Nurse  has  cared  for  231  different  patients  in  239  days 
and  the  Gladys  Foster  Nurse  for  241  patients  in  256  nights. 

A  daily  average  of  55  graduate  nurses  have  been  on  special  duty  in  the 
hospital,  accomplishing  20,173  days  nursing. 

During  the  year  student  night  nurses  have  been  replaced  by  graduate  nurses 
for  general  duty  on  the  private  pavilion  floors.  This  change  has  considerably 
improved  the  nursing  service  in  the  pavilion  for  with  more  experienced  and 
permanent  nurses,  the  many  and  varied  problems  arising  in  a  mixed  private 
service  are   met  more   efficiently. 

While  the  general  health  of  the  student  body  has  been  good,  there  has 
been  a  loss  of  813  days  through  illness  on  the  part  of  192  student  nurses.  The 
nature  of  illness  has  included  colds,  intestinal  disturbances,  many  minor  ail- 
ments as  well  as : 

One  case  of  pneumonia;  3  cases  of  scarlet  fever;  1  case  of  pleurisy;  2  cases 
of  mumps;  1  case  of  appendectomy;  27  finger  and  other  infections;  30  cases 
of  throat  trouble  followed  by  19  tonsillectomies. 

Of  the  above,  28  were  admitted  as  patients  into  the  Presbyterian  Hospital 
and  5  into  the  Durand  Contagious  Hospital — the  rest  being  cared  for  in  the 
Sprague  Home  by  the  School  physicians  and  the  School  Nurse.  To  the  School 
Physicians  and  to  all  other  members  of  the  Medical  Staff,  the  school  returns 
grateful   thanks    for   professional    assistance    given    most    generously    on    many 
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occasions  and  acknowledges  the   large   contribution   thus   made   to   the  physical 
welfare  and  happiness  of   its  household. 

Besides  illness  a  total  of  5,660  days  of  absence  from  duty  of  student  nurses 
has  been  caused  by  necessary  vacation  periods  and  by  other  legitimate  reasons. 

Inquiries  for  information  regarding  the  School,  by  letter  or  personal  inter- 
view are  on  record  from  1,319  interested  persons;  168  formal  applications  were 
received,  108  were  acted  upon  favorably  and  96  students  entered  with  either 
the  Spring  or  Fall  class.  While  the  average  student  enrollment  has  been  199, 
in  September  due  to  the  graduation  of  the  members  of  the  Senior  Class,  the 
number  fell  to  160,  increasing  again  in  October  to  220  when  a  large  Fall  class 
entered. 

During  the  year,  20  student  nurses  have  dropped  from  their  classes,  either 
temporarily  or  permanently,  without  completion  of  training. 

The  usual  standard  of  theoretical  as  well  as  practical  instruction  has  been 
maintained  and  there  have  been  added  to  the  curriculum  courses  in  Psychology 
and  Sociology,  fifteen  hours  of  each.  Once  again  we  wish  to  express  much 
gratitude  and  appreciation  to  those  members  of  the  medical  profession  who  have 
given  most  valued  instruction  in  lecture  or  other  form  of  teaching  and  who 
year  after  year,  have  generously  donated  time  and  effort  to  the  School. 

The  class  of  78  which  graduated  May  18,  brought  the  list  of  graduates  of 
the  School  to  541.  Of  those  who  have  kept  us  informed,  139  are  engaged  in 
private  duty;  64  are  doing  institutional  work;  64  are  in  some  form  of  Public 
Health  work;  5  are  in  the  Foreign  Mission  Field;  9  are  doing  Post  Graduate 
study;  202  have  married;  15  are  dead. 

We  regret  to  report  the  death  on  March  14th,  as  the  result  of  her  effort? 
for  others  during  an  influenza  epidemic,  of  Mrs.  E,  R.  Fabel  (Charys  Jones), 
of  the  class   of   1917. 

The  Alumnae  Association  has  decided  that  as  a  Memorial  to  their  school- 
mates who  have  died,  an  effort  will  be  made  to  bring  about  suitable  endow- 
ment for  the  nursing  school  and  through  a  committee  has  succeeded  in  securing 
a  small  beginning  for  the  Endowment  Fund. 

The  present  needs  of  the  School  are — 

First,  A  possible  University  affiliation  for  those  few  student  nurses  who 
wish  to  complete  their  college  course  and, 

Second,  Enlarged  space  for  class  and  recreational  purposes,  this  need 
affecting  the  entire  nursing  staff  of  the   School. 

Modern  medical  treatment  necessitates  a  thorough  knowledge  of  food 
principles  on  the  part  of  the  nurse  and  to  properly  teach  Dietetics,  a  special 
laboratory  for  that  purpose  is  required.  The  school  also  has  outgrown  its 
library,  class  room,  general  laboratory  and  present  gymnasium  arrangements.  A 
separate  educational  building  accommodating  requisite  class  rooms  would  serve 
the  extra  purpose  of  allowing  the  space  now  held  for  teaching  necessitities 
in  the  Sprague  Home  to  be  used  for  the  greater  comfort  of  the  members  of 
the  household. 

The  end  of  the  year  brings  a   feeling  of  much  appreciation   and  gratitude 
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towards  all  those  who  have,  in  different  ways,  assisted  in  the  development  of 
the  School.  Without  this  interest  and  help  its  daily  life  with  a  multiplicity  of 
duties,  would  have  been  impossible. 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers ;  to  Miss  Drake,  her  committee 
and  other  members  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board ;  to  Mr.  Bacon,  the  execu- 
tive and  other  workers  of  the  Hospital,  and  especially  to  the  Graduate  nurse 
and  other  supervising  staff  of  the  nursing  school,  as  well  as  to  all  others  who 
have  been  interested,  most  grateful  thanks  is  given.

There  are  at  present  215  nurses  in  the  school. 

The  graduate  staff  is  39. 

Total  in  school,  254. 

Total  number  of  graduates  from  the  school  is  541. 

During  the  past  year  classes  in  psychology  and  sociology,  both  most  neces- 
sary for  intelligent  and  sympathetic  nursing,  have  been  added  to  the  curriculum. 

Twelve  student  nurses  are  being  allowed  from  $5  to  $15  monthly  as  a  loan 
to  carry  them  through  their  course,  and  five  preparing  for  the  missionary  fields 
are  receiving  the  scholarship  allowance. 

The  Alumnae  Association  has  started  a  "million  dollar  endowment  fund" 
and  has  secured  more  than  the  first  thousand  dollars.    The  school  stands  for  one 
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of  the  most  important  forms  of  women's  education,  and  it  is  believed  that  people 
will  in  time  understand,  and  assist  generously.  Through  the  efforts  of  the 
nurses  $688.13  and  through  the  Woman's  Board  $1,000  have  been  added  to  the 
'Ward  Nurse  Endowment  Fund." 

The  "Florence  Nightingale  Chorus"  has  had  a  most  successful  year,  ap- 
pearing once  at  St.  James  Church  and  again  at  Orchestra  Hall  at  the  annual 
Spring  Festival  of  the  Civic  Music  Association,  while  the  Y,  W.  C.  A.  ami  all 
other  school  activities  have  been  carried  on  as  usual.  Mr.  Ernest  Hamill,  ac- 
cording to  his  custom,  presented  the  Christmas  dinner  to  the  nurses.
